The  Citizen  relative  to  the  Euterpean  So¬ 
ciety’s  concert  was  necessarily  brief,  and 
os  the  character  of  the  entertainment  was 
much  above  the  average  of  simil.tr  afflairs 
given  in  Bloomfield,  a  more  extended  con¬ 
sideration  oftiie  programme  and  the  merits 
of  the  performers  is  due  to  the  Society 

Those  of  the  public  who  braved  the  ele¬ 
ments  to  be  present  at  the  entertainment 
were  amply  repaid  for  their  hardihood 
and  tlnS  unanimous  feeling  of  the  audience 
at  the  close  of  the  concert  was  one  of  un- 
•li'4bj'-.ed  surprise  and  pleasure.  Many 
ha<i  taken  tickets  merely  out  of  compli¬ 
ment  t  -  the  Euterpean,  recognizing  the 
wilhbgiicjv.'.  with  which  its  members  bad 
gratuitously  .given  thdr  services  on  sev¬ 
eral  public  and  charitable  occasions  where 
music  was  desirable  as  an  attraction,  and 
those  who  expected  to  hear  a  crude  body 
of  amateur*  yender  some  orchestral  selec¬ 
tions  in  the  usual  a meteu refashion,  were 
rnosl  agreeably  dissappointed.  Taken 
throughout,  the  programme  was  excellent, 
both  as.  to  variety  and  quality. 

As  an  onhc'tta,  the  Euterpean  Society 
played  wjth  smoothness  and  effect,  and  to 
.Mr.  •!.  T  Fisher,  theii  ilirector,  too  much 
•  i edit  cannot  by  givjii  for  the  marked 
and  .«  itinueU  improvement,  which,  in  its 
variou-  appearat.ces  it.  public,  has  charac¬ 
teris'd  the  p  aving  of  the  Society.  Mr. 
Fi»U<-r  is  a  thorough  musician  and  pos¬ 
se— the  qualities  of  tact,  patience  and 
perseverance,  so  essential  to  successful 
musical  direction,  particu  ariy  with  non- 
plofessioual^. 

Ipjd  most  p«4>uiar  orchestra)  piece  of  the 
evening  was  undoubtedly  -Jakalmwski's 
'bright  upeictta  ••Erminie,  ’  ai  d  the  ap¬ 
plause  which  greeted  the  players  at  its 
dose  lendeiedfa  repwtitiou  necessary. 
Sodermann's  “Swedish  Wedding  March.  ’ 
a  difficult  piece  even  to  professionals,  was 
played  with  much  feeling,  and  the  effect 
pnaLuc^d  as  the  strains  of  the  peculiar 
northern  music  died  away  in  the  distance 
wa-  excellent.  The  Septour  and  T.io  were 
de-eriedh  well  received  by  the  audience, 
and  rendered  in  a  style  that  indicates  con¬ 
siderable  aptitude  on  the  part  of  the  per- 
forry eis  for  what  is  known  as  chamber 
music. 

The  I  raniadlee  Club  deserves  much 
credit  for  its  share  in  contributing  to  the 
sue.  e»s  of  the  entertainment.  Though 
not  geuei  ally 'known,  this  club  Is  in  fact 
the  eh^ir  of  St.  Fau  ’s  diapel,  OH  Broad¬ 
way.  New, York,  ami  its  soloists  and  direc¬ 
tor.  Mr.  Leo  Koller,  afe  also  Identified 
w  ith  tli«  same  church.  Their  opening 
Glees  “The  First  Song”  and  “TakeCare" 
were  creditably  sung,  considering  that 
most  of  the  singers  had  scarcely  time  to 
change  theii  apparel  and  regain  ^heir 
breath  before  being  called  upon  to  sing, 
owing  to  the  tardiness  of  the  New  York 
train  Their  sul«equeut  efforts,  notably 
••Suirs  of  the  Summer  Nflght,”  were  most 
enjoyable,  and  Uie  lull  chorus  of  twenty- 
eight  voices  filled  Westminster  church  to 
the  echo.  Miss  Mary  Lancaster,  the  so¬ 
prano.  proved  herself  to  be  an  artist  of  no 
mean  ability,  and  her  tendering  of  Mattie’s 
composition,  “Non  Torno,  "was  received 
with  much  applause.  Miss  Lancaster  pos- 
•esses  u  full  and  clear  voice  of  moro  than 
a\ .  r  .ge  iange  and  quality.

furnished  to  the  audieace.  It  wan  a  most 
artistic  and  original  effect  of  the- printer's 
art,  and  showed  much  taste  In  the  design. 
With  hardly  an  exception  the  programmes 
were  taken  home  by  the  possessors,  to  be 
preserved  as  a  memento  of  a  most  enjoya¬ 
ble  occasion.  The  Eutwrpeau  Society  has 
now  shown  what  It  can  do  towards  pro¬ 
viding  a  first-class  musical  entertainment 
for  Bloomfield  people.  It  has  span-d 
neither  effort  nor  money  to  make  its  first 
concert  a  success,  and  thou^li  we  tire  in¬

Christmas  at  the  Glen  Ridge  Club 
House. 

Wlwo  can  resist  the  attractions  o£  a 
“  Christmas  Tree  V”  The  simple  announce¬ 
ment  that  the  above  popular  institution 
was  to  have  a  “Club  Christmas  Tree 
last  Wednesday  evening,  filled  the  co.->y 
rooms  with  an  eager  and  expectant  crowd 
of  ehildren  of  ages  ranging  from  five  to 

- years. 

Mr.  E.  P.  Mitchell  was  the  master  of 
ceremonies,  and  the  ability  which  he  dis¬ 
played  in  the  arrangement  and  carrying 
out  of  the  programme  won  the  unstinted 
praise  of  all  who  were  present  In  his 
opening  remarks  Mr.  Mitchell  announced 
in  tones  so  sorrowful,  and  with  an  ex¬ 
pression  so  grave  as  to  almont  deceive  his 
hearers,  that  "owing  to  variou- unfortu¬ 
nate  ‘hitches’  in  the  arrangement •<,  the 
taee  was  not  forthcoming  aiid  the  engage- 
with  the  simon  pure-Santa  Claus  had 
bvUeA  through  ;  ’#  despair  'fin  committee 
hat^  nroiight  in  a  tree  which  happened  to 
be  clo^e  at  bard,’  and  "the  McIntosh' 
^’had  kindly  consented  to  represent  his 
saintship”  from  the  ‘frozen  North.’ 

A  jiug  ing  of  bells  announced  the  arri- 
vol  of  S.,C.,  and  the  curtain  was  drawn, 
revealing  to  the  astonished  audience  the 
tree.’  It  was  about  eighteen  inches  high, 
was  ornamented  with  two  tallow  dips  and 
three  immense  paper  muslin  bows.  On  it 
hung  a  solitary  *  gift”— a  tin  horn  for  the 
genial  President  of  the  Club.  Unfortu¬ 
nately  he  was  not  present,  so  the  sound 
of  the  horn  was  not  heard.  Having  “dis¬ 
tributed"  the  gift,  and  after  considerable 
storming  at  the  apparent  mismanagement 
of  the  affair,  Santa  retired,  promising  to 
return  later  in  the  evening  if  a  suitable 
tree  should  be  provided.  While  the  Club's 
factotum  was  Scouring  the  town  for  a

for  the  patient,  long-suffering  ‘  Theodore.” 

Mr.  Gregory,  the  club's  artist,  then  took 
the  platform  and  rapidly  developed  in 
harcoal  and  chalk  a  beautiful  sketch  of  a 
maiden  and  doves  ;  at  the  same  time  re¬ 
freshments  were  served,  to  which  all  the 
children  ’  seemed  to  take  kindly.
